vides Present Standard 


Until Sept. 1.

Washington, Feb. 18.—Wages estab- 
lished by the railroad administration 
during the war would continue in effect 
until September 1, under the railroad 
reorganisation bill, the conference re- 
port on which was presented today in 
the house an senate. 
Under the wage provision, the re- 
drafting of which created more surprise 
in congress that any other change made 
in compromising the Esch bill of the 
house and the Cummins bill of the sen 
ate, pay of railroad workers would be 
stabllzed at the present levels for six 
months after the rail properties are re- 
turned to private control and operation. 
The bill as reported today also seeks to 
stabilize rates for the same tune, pro- 
viding that prior to September 1, no 
rates may be reduced unless approval 
of the interstate commerce commission 
is obtained. 


The restriction on wage increases was 
looked upon with especial interest by 
members of congress, railroad officials 
and union leaders in view of recent de- 
mands of more' than two million rail- 
road workers for an advance in pay. 
President Wilson is supporting the con- 
tention that no increase could be grant- 
ed on the eve. of return of the railroads, 
told union leaders that their demands 
would be considered by a commission to 
be created by law if such a provision 
was Included in the railroad bill, or to be 
appointed on his own initiative if no 
legal provision were made. 
In the belief that a wage commission 
would be empowered to take up their 
demands, the 14 railroad union heads 
have called a conference to be held be- 
ginning Monday to discuss the policy to 
be adopted in dealing with a commission 
to ascertain if the railroad executives 
would agree to turning over the wage 
controversy to such a commission. Di- 
rector General Hines has requested a 
committee of railroad officials to confer 
with him here tomorrow.

According to the cab'egram, French 
troops in occupying the vllages where 
the- recent disorders hafe occurred, 
took possession of American mission 
properties and schools, which were the 
best buildings and therefore more eas- 
ily defended. As a consequence, the 
natives regarded the Americans as 
Frenchmen.

Columbus, Feb. 18.—Governor Cox 
today permuted the Gardner tax bill, 
authorizing exemption of interest and 
sinking fund charges from the limita- 
tions of the Smith one per cent law, 
when tbe voters approve such action, to 
become a law without his approval. 
In a statement Issued the governor 
described the act as "the short cut to 
the purse of home owners." He said it 
was "indefensible" and "ought to be 
vetoed," and the legislature summoned 
in special session. 
"In the consideration of this plan, 
however," the^ governor's statemen 
continues, "we are reminded that the 
83d general assembly has been in ses 
slon intermittently for over a year, am 
Judging it by what it has failed to do 
I have not the slightest confidence thai 
It would do anything in connection with 
present fiscal emergencies if it were 
again brought into session." 
To have vetoed the measure with the 
assembly adjourned sine die might re 
suit in defalcation on the public debt in 
some municipalities, said the governor 
in explaining why he allowed it to be- 
come a law.

Contrary to popular belief, the mos- 


quito layt o|ly 80 or 100 eggs at a 
time; w* naturally would RUppoKe It 
laid about 1.000.000. The Inrval Htnge 
lasts Mven-to fourteen days. If you 
have a barrelfut of mosquitoes under 
your eaves trough hare a look at them. 
It U easier to spot the malarial kind 
than other*. The harmless wrigglers 
hang wl|h their heads down, but the 
malarial mosquito lies with Its botly 
parallel to the surface of the water. If 
a fullgrown mosquito bites you. look 
ar Its back, preferably with a micro- 
scope. If It has the figure of a lyre 
on Its back It Is bad medicine. If it 
Is All one color It won't hurt you. 


Only the female mosquito will bite, 


according to a writer In the Saturday 
Evening Post. The males die in the 
fall, the females hibernating and then 
living one or two months. The male 
lives but n few days. No doubt you be- 
lieve that mosquitoes live on blood 
alone, though you may have wondered 
how they get along in the remote wil- 
derness where there seems to be no 
animal life, as, for Instance, in the 
subarctic and arctic country. 
The 


truth is that the mosquito also tires on 
the juice of plants. They will bite al- 
most any sort of animal, will bite rep- 
tiles and even caterpillars. Some mos- 
quitoes can bite through a leather moc- 
casin. Any of than can bite through 
a human hide.

Increased Naiional Credit 


Lowers Purchasing 


Power of Money. 


Mining Company's Econo 


mist Tells Congress of 


Startling Facts. 


Washington, D. C., February 18.— 


The man with an income' of $2.000. In 
now actually drawing $870. upon the 
baste of dollar value in 1113. 
This 


startling fact is brought out plainly In 
a statement to CongreM today by Har- 
old N. Lawrle. a 
nationally 
known 
economist for the American Mining 
Congress. 
The ' purchasing ; value of 
the ounce of gold which, under statute 
cannot bring more than $20.87 has, 
Mr. Lawrie shows, shrunken through 
inflation of currency until it is no 
longer possible for gold to be profit- 
ably produced. . The expansion of the 
national credit has lowered the pur 
chasing power of a dollar through in- 
creasing ell commodity prices. 
Based 


upon the pre-war prices- of 1M3. these 
prices gradually advanced from 100 per 
cent in 1913 to 223 in October, 1919. 
Each increase in credits has been ab- 
sorbed by a corresponding increase In 
commodity prices and has resulted in 
placing the Nation upon an artificial 
plane of living. 
The gold producer 


finds the actual purchasing power of 
his ounce of gold is now $9.00 instead 
of $20.67. 


Gold mines of the United States are 


being closed down at an alarming rate. 
Many of these can never be reopened 
owing to the prohibitive coats of re- 
timbering and unwatering. 
Cripple 


Creek, the greatest 
American gold 


camp is taking on the appearance ot 
a city of 'dead hopes. Great drainage 
tunnels, monster underground • work 
ings, vast areas of expensively1 con- 
structed plants, whole cities of homes 
are being deserted and thousands of 
skilled miners are being forced to seek 
new camps because gold— the basic 
monetary metal of the United States— 
cannot longer be produced at a profit. 


The manufacturers of the United 
States used $21,848,000 more gold last 
year than was produced in the United 
States. The gold producer lost million* 
during the year — forced to lose — by pe- 
culiar circumstances not easily under- 
stood by the layman. 
The manufac- 
turing jeweler made millions because 
while his goods mounted in values, he 
secured the gold at coinage price of 
$20.67 per ounce, an amount less than 
the cost of production. 
Seventy-five 
years ago the world produced but -SO.- 
000,0000 in gold per year. In 1915. the 
world produced $469,000,000. Rapid in- 
crease in population, increase in per 
capita wealth and adoption of a gold 
standard 
of finance 
in all 
civilized 
countries 
together 
with waste and 
hoarding absorbed the increasing gold. 
The gold stock of the United States 
suffered a loss in 1919 of $292.796,000 
t>y the excess gold exports over im- 
ports. To further deplete the gold re- 
serve, the consumption ot gold in the 
arts and trades during 1919 was $80.- 
337,600, while the production of new 
gold in the United states and posses- 
sion was but $58 488.800.- The esti- 
mated production in 1920 is $40,000.000. 
The ratio of the gold reserve to the 
Federal Reserve net deposit and note 
labilities continually 
declined 
since 


1914. until it reached 44.8 per cent on 
December 26, 1919, a margin of but 
5.8 per cent above that required by the 
Federal Reserve Act. 


Certain officials of the Government 


»ave persistently endeavored to mini- 
mize the danger of the failure of do- 
finuanciers of the United States are 
organizing a campaign to protest the 
gold standard. The American Bankers 
Association in 1918 and again in 1919 
uassed a resolution calling attention 
of the Nation to the threatening dan- 
ger. 
The American Mining Congress 


called a national gold conference in St 
Louis last November and this confer- 
ence of bankers, economists and min- 
ers. by resolution put itself on record 
as expressing the opinion that no 
chang should be made in the gold stan- 
dard and unit of value of monetary 
:ransactions in this and other coun 
tries, but requesting Congress to act, 
and under that resolution a bill shortly 
will be introduced in Congress to Im- 
pose a tax of 50 cents per pennyweight 
of fine gold contained in all articles 
which may be sold on and after May 
1. 1920. from which fund the producer 
of the new gold ounce will receive on 
and after the same date a $10 premium 
to compensate for the increased cost of 
production. This is the only proposal 
yet advanced, whereby the monetary 
unit to not altered and a free gold mar- 
ket in the United states may be main- 
tained. 
The bill merely creates the 


machinery by which the manufacturers 
of gold in the arts and trades may 
properly pay the cost of its production. 
so that sufficient new gold may be pro- 
duced to satisfy their requirements and 
make it unnecessary to withdraw their 
gold from the monetary gold reserve 
of the country- 


The gold in the bank reserves to the 


basto of bank credit. The amount of 
gold in reserve limits the expansion of 
credit. 
These 
reserves 
have been 
steadily falling. The Government has 
allowed vast shipments of gold for ex- 
tort and must continue to export gold 
n order to maintain export 
trade: 


meanwhile the production of the Amer- 
ican mines has been falling with start- 
ing rapidity. from $101.e*«.ftoo in l»ts 
to $»8.SOO.OO» in m»r a loss of 42 per 
sent. 


At the beginning ot the war. Ens-

Creation of National Monument Area 


Attures Security to Posterity of 


Famous Mulmn Tree.- 
. 


,The Italian tree, landmark of the 


old Italian trail, the first highway 
connecting Montana and Idaho with 
the coast, will be preserved to pos- 
terity through the creation *f a na- 
tional monument area by the presi- 
dent 


On July 4, 1861, Capt John Mullan, 


leader of the party having charge of 
the survey and construction of the 
Mnllan trail from Walla Walla. Wash., 
to Fort Benton, Mont, closed his work 
at the connecting point of the roads 
from-the east and west, at the head 
of the Fourth of July canon, between 
Wallace, Idaho, 
and Coenr d'Alene, 


Idaho. There he marked approprlite- 
ly a huge white-pine tree, which since 
that time has been known as the Mul- 
lan tree. Tourists seeking souvenirs 
of their jaunt along the Yellowstone 
trail have damaged the ancient tree so 
much -that forest service officers have 
found It necessary to take steps, to 
protect It, and, to accomplish this, 
have submitted a petition proposing 
that a national .monument area be 
created, which, has been approved.
